the Pale of Germany, have felt the 
happy Influence of this Conſtitution; 
and particularly of the ſucceſsful Me- 
thods,of Teaching, to which School- 
maſters are here uſed. For as both 
Maſters for puplick Schools, and Tu- 
tors for private Families, are often 
ſent for from Hall; ſo we cannot but 
readily yield thoſe Demands, if ever 
it be in our. Power to grant em. How- 
ever, as the Number of theſe. Stu- 
dents hath hitherto been but ſmall, 
and hardly. ſufficient to ſupply our 
own Schools with able and expert 
Maſters; ſo we are reſolved to make 
an Addition of ſome more Members, 
in order to anſwer the better the End 
for which the whole Undertaking is 
deſigned. - 

But that we may gain the better 
Inſight into the Life and Studies of 
thoſe young Men, aud regulate both 
far the beſt Ad vantage, *tis e

In this College, a dozen 
Divinity - Students were enter'd at 
firſt, being Men of good Parts, and 
ſbch as had for ſome Years paſt given 
Proofs of their Zeal in Piety and 
Learning. They were deſigned” to 
proſecute the Study of Divinity, and 
of the Eaſtern Languages, to that De- 
gree, as to be able in Time, not only 


to teach N but alſo to 
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qualify themſelves for the weightieſt 
Employ ments, either in Church, or at 
the Unirerhty. | 
Ihe Profeſibr of the Oriental Lan- 
guag es, Mr. Jo. Henry Michaelis, hath 
the Management of their Studies: 
And ir bappening much about. the 
fame Time, that Eive young Grecian- 
reſorting to this Place, in order to 
attend their Studies here, it was 
thought fit to incorporate them in the 
ſaid Oriental College, ſince they were 
freely maintained at the Charge af 
the Hoſpital ,, 
It was by this ene on ibis 
# Occaſion,- that ſome of aur Students 
acquainted themſelves withthe Know- 
Jed e of the wn/gardIreeks ſ commonly

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je. (2) Three of theſe Grecians be- 
ing unacquainted with the ancient 
Greek (bye them called ypauua)ixy) they 
were taught it in this College; but as 
for the Latin Tongue, not one of em 
underſtanding it, they were all under 
a Neceſſity of learning it here, in or- 
der to frequent the Publick Univer- 
ſity- Lectures for their Edification 
Thus have the Ordinary Members of

Thus have | giyen you, Reverend 
Sir, a brief Account of our Orphan- 
Houſe here, and of the chief Conſtitu- 
tions annexed thereto ; which, as they 
entirely tend to the Maintenance of 
many poor People, let them be Chil- 
dren or grown Perſons, and of their 
Education in the Fear of the Lord, 
and in uſeful Arts and Sciences; ſo 
it was expected, that all thoſe who 
ſhould happen to know ſomething of 
it, would praiſe and magnify the Lord 
for ſo viſible a Providence. But as a 
great many are ignorant of theſe Mat- 
ters, and many, by Spight and Malice, 
wilfully ſhut their Eyes againſt it; fo 
*tis no wonder that the former make 
but flight of fo uſefal a Work, whilſt 
the latter caſt, it off entirely, and 
openly condemn it, as a bad and per- 
nicious Undertaking. 1 
Nay, there have not been wanting 
ſuch as call themſelves Miniſtert of 
the Goſpel, who, both by word of 
Mouth, and publicx Writings, have 
moſt bitterly inveighed againſt theſe 
Monuments of Providence, and done 
what they could to blacken and miſ- 
repreſent 
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repreſent them. And to thoſe Miſre- 


reſentations, ſeveral publick Replies 
ave been made, not ſo much for the 


Sake of my own Name, as for the 


Sake of the Glory of God, ſo ſhame- 
fully inſulted. However, contrary 
to the Deſign and Expectation of thoſe” 
uncharitable Aſperſions, it often hath 
happened, that many being led away 
for a while by the common Noiſe and 
Re port, have at laſt made ſome ſtricter 
Enquiry into the Matter, and there- 
by acquainted - themſelves 'with the 
true End and Deſign of the whole 
Undertaking. And by this Means 
they have been happily delivered 

from thoſe various Prejudices they 


had taken up againſt: it. Yea many, 


to expreſs the Satisfaction received 
from reading ſuch Hiſtemcal and Apo- 
logetical Accounts, publiſhed on this 
and the like Occaſion, have not only 
remitted ſome Gifts, for the Uſe of 
the Poor, but have alſo accompanied 
them with ardent Wiſhes and Prayers 
for a farther Increaſe of the Work. 
Many have alſo ſent their Children 
to be educated in theſe Schools. To al} 
this let me add, that many Strangers, 
who came hither from foreign and 
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remote Parts, to take a View of the 
Hoſpital, have been excited to praiſe 
the Lord for the Foot ſteps of his Di- 
vine Goodneſs,/ſo viſibly diſplayed a- 
mong os. 

In this Manner hath the Lord not 
only defeated the pernicious Deſigns 
of our Enemies, but turned em alſo 
to a greater Enlargement of the whole 
Undertaking. Thus it happened, 
that when King FREDERICK, 
who hath all along favour'd theſe 
Conſtitutions, departed this Life, our 
Enemies thought, that, after tbe Loſs 
af that — the Work, ſo ſucceſ- 
fully carried on hitherto, would ſoon 
come to nothing, under the enſuing 
Reign of FREDERICK WILLI&471, 
Son and Succeſſor to the late King.

thoſe Privileges Which the late King 
had granted to the. Hoſpital, and 
which now were laid before bim upon 
this Occahon.

fervient) together with that of the
